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'Economic Highlights 

The main purpose of any military force, na- 
turally, is to fight if it has to, and to maintain itself 
in a stntc of constant readiness for whatever is to 
come. However, on occasion, the fighting arms can 
be used as an instrument of high diplomacy as well. 
They con implement and advance, by purely peace- 
ful means, the policies decided upon in Washington 
in this time to delicate international balance. 

As everyone knows, military figures have been 
called upon to fill a number of positions of vast im- 
portance, which normally would be held by civilians. 
General Smith, who was Elsenhower's brilliant Chief 
of Staff, represents us in Moscow. General Marshall, 
the architect of our war strategy, holds the most vital 
and most difficult job in the nation next to the 
Presidency. General Clay carries the burden of re- 
sponsibility for us in Germany. General MacArthur is 
practically all-powerful in Japan. Officers of the U. 
S. Navy have been entrusted with the complex task 
of administering the Pacific Islands and strengthen- 
ing the primitive economics of their peoples, which 
in many instances were dfsrupted by the last war. 

There has been much argument, pro and con, 
concerning the wisdom of giving .men, whose sole 
prior experience has been in the profession of arms, 
such appointments as these. The American tradition 
is that the military shall be apart from and subser- 
vient to the civil authority. Regardless of that, al- 
most everyone agrees that the soldiers and sailors 
have done exceptional work. There are no saber 
rattlers among those in the key spots. And they have 
all shown the qualities of mind, character and deci- 
sion that are now necessary. 

So much for individuals. How an actual mili- 
tary body can be used to forward our diplomatic 
policy is vividly described by Demnree Bess in a re- 
cent Saturday Evening Post article. Called "Our Navy 
in Striped Pants," it tells how our big task force in 
the Mediterranean has turned it intb an American 
lake — and has done it without land bases, without 
straining our ties with other countries, and without 
getting us too deeply involved in the internal af- 
fairs of Western Europe. 

The attitude that governs this mission was 
obliquely expressed to Mr, Bess by a chief petty of- 
ficer of long experience. "In the war, every sailor 
was a fic,htcr," he said. "Now they tell us we are di- 



plomats, and it is our business to be friendly with 
foreigners." 

This is pretty largely* true — though our Medi- 
terranean ' task force, like nil other naval units, is 
always in readiness for trouble. Today, our foreign 
commitments are greater and more involved than 
ever. We arc the leader of n Western bloc of large 
and small powers which is being cemented together 
in opposition to the Soviet Union's Eastern bloc. In 
Mr. Bess* accurate phrase, "Our Navy is the visible 
symbol of our participation." 

This is a ticklish business, but the Navy seems 
to be executing it effectively and with tact. Visits to 
foreign ports are always arranged for well in advance. 
If the local authorities feel that a visit would be im- 
politic at nny given time, it is canceled and the fleet 
goes somewhere else. Now and then, a government 
will request a visit on some particular occasion, and 
the task force obliges. 

American officers are careful to avoid political 
discussions when they gather ashore with their 
counterparts from Italy, France, Greece and the other 
countries. Shop talk— the problems that arc common 
to every navy-^Iominates]. This makes it possible for 
people of all points of view to get along fairly amic- 
ably. 

• As Mr. Bess points out, there are times- when 
"our Mediterranean task force Is required to show a 
sterner aspect." A while ago, for instance, bomber 
and fighter planes from the carrier Midway flew over 
and around the principal cities of Italy. They did this 
for three successive days, returning to their floating 
base' between trips. This show of American strength 
was, of course, of great service to an Italian govern- 
ment which was trying to stop the communists. 

Mr. Bess sums up our naval policy in the Medi- 
terranean in these words: . . . "first, to show Euro- 
peans that we do not intend to desert them while 
they are comparatively helpless; second, to treat 
them in the meantime as allies, not as dependents. 
That policy has worked well, and our naval comman- 
ders see no reason to believe that it will not work 
equally well in the future." 

• The nation recently witnessed another and 
somewhat different kind of military diplomacy when 
the Russians made their efort to drive us out of 
Berlin without actually going to war. A weak and 
vacillating American commander might have let the 
Russians succeed; a firebrand might have chosen a 
course leading to the direct consequences. General 
Clay, as almost everyone seems to agree, acted flaw- 
lessly. He made no threats — but he was completely 
firm. He made it clear, in polite language, that we 
would remain in Berlin unless we were pushed out 
by force. He won. 

This concept of diplomacy through the military 
is a new thing to the United States — at least, on so 
large a scale. But it seems to be here to stay.

For this reason it is some- 
times considered wise not to feed | 
them for twp to five (Says after 
birth. This is especially true of pre- 
mature infants. 

Baby also has disadvantages, too. 
the first beinf* his small size. A 
baby has proportionately a much 
larger surface area than an adult. 
This causes a heavy loss of body 
heat. To make up for this an infant 
must breathe faster and his heart 
beats faster.

A letter from Mrs. Elsie Huebe- 
ner, the. wife and mother in the 
family to Mrs. C. P. Tossey, 388 
Lake st, said: 

"Many thanks for your letter, I 
am answering at once as you wish 
and think it ever so kind of you that 
you want to help us. Let me tell you 
something of my family .... 

My father was a Methodist minis- 
ter and my mother was British. 
Father was several years in London 
where I went to school. He, too, 
used to write for the Apologcthc 
and several other Christian papers 
in America .His name was Stephen 
von Bohr; perhaps you remember 
having read something from him. 
Both mother and father died before 
the war. 

Since 1926 I am married. My hus- 
band lost his job after the war and 
now goes as working man repairing 
^electrical things and making keys. 
~|I have three children, not two. My 
Jeldest son, Joe, is 20 years old, has 
gjjust-last-year-finished high school 

id is now I in a large firm to do 
^practical work for six months. He 
'would like to be an engineer and 
we will try to let him go to college. 
Of course he belongs to our church 
and to the young people's meetings. 
Our daughter, Hell a, 16 years, still 
goes to school, is a teacher in Sun- 
day school, goes to church, choir 
and young people's meetings. 

Peter, the youngest, 10 years old, 
goes to school and Sunday school. 
I, myself, work too, You must un- 
derstand the circumstances in Ger- 
many are not as they used to be. 
Between working and looking after 
the family we- have to try to get 
something from country to eat. For 



instance, potatoes are not to be had, 
but if you want to go by train, you 
need papers, you only get for spe- 
cial business journeys. And if by 
any chance we have been able to 
get out, how can we come back with 
^hc things. The' police take away 
everything. They say the Russians 
want it so. It is very hard indeed 
to live, and that is why I beg of 
you to send food. 

The. children don't get a drop .of 
milk, very little fat, well' it is all 
such a little portion that it is not 
possible to live from the rations. I 
dare say you will have heard about 
the living in Germany on the. whole 
and I 'am not 1 quite sure how much 
I am allowed to write. Can you 
imagine your children always being 
hungry, never having a piece of 
chocolate or a sweet, never a drop 
of milk or a cup of cocoa, no tea 
or coffee, no never. 

And yet we are able to thank the 
Lord that he has kept us unto this 
day and let my husband come home 
safely from Russian imprisonment. 
We have lost almost everything 
through bombs, but praise the Lord 
and Master that we- can come to 
him. He has helped us wonderfully 
over and over again and I know he 
will not forget us if we don't forget 
him. 

I May God bless you for the good 
work you are doing. In the Fellow- 
ship of Christ, I am yours,
